Now my 
husband talks to me as if I 
were a hired hand the min­ 
ute we board the boat. You

A. My wife read the article! 
too. lady . Fight y our own good 
fight. I’ve got troubles of my 
own! 
Q. If i wanted to learn to 
drive a ear, there are plenty 
of 
driving 
schools. 
Rut

ca n t 
find 
any 
school 
for 
learning to operate a boat. 
Are there any ? 
A. At this time, I know of 
none. I’m sure there is a great 
need and perhaps now that y ou 
mentioned it, some smart boy s 
will get tog ether and start one. 
Q. Will y ou plea se settle 
an a rg ument? My friend say s 
that in a fog, Radar will pick 
up our 30-foot cruiser so we 
don’t have to worry about 
being ra mmed. I say he is 
wrong. What do y ou say ? 


A. 
I 
a ssume 
y ou 
have a 
wooden hull. If so. y our friend 
is wrong — g enera lly speaking, 
that is. The best answer I can 
give y ou is this: Radar goes 
right throug h wood and can­ 
vass. In order to be safe, y ou 
should hoist a metal radar re­ 
flector when in fog. Radar will 
pick up such a device. But re 
member that there are many 
boats out there without radar 
So keep y our fog signal going 
during the da ng er period. 
Q. I'm looking for a boat 
and 
the choice gets more 
c o m p l i c a t e d every day . 
What's 
best? 
Wood, 
steel, 
aluminum or plastic? 
A. I ca n’t give y ou much 
help beca use I can think of 
any number of good features 
about each of them. There is 
no deny ing that aluminum and 
plastic in sma ller boats seem 
to be ta king the lead in sales, 
hut I suppose manufacturers 
of wooden boats can think of 
a good ma ny reasons why they 
shouldn’t.

hook. If y ou learn only a por­ 
tion of Cha pma n’s, y ou will be 
a first class y achtsman. 
Q. Why is it that buoy ant 


cushions and buoy ant vests 
are (oa st Guard 
approved 
on boats up through class 2, 
but are not a cceptable on 
class Ii boats? Isn t it just as 
important 
for 
people 
who 
have smaller boats to stay 
alive as it is for people with 
larger boats? 


A. That’s a good question 
and I will attempt to answer it. 
(I) Life Preservers and Life 
Rings will stay afloat longer 
than Buoy ant Vest and Cush­ 
ions; 
(2) 
Bigger 
boats 
(pre­ 
sumably ) go out to sea where, 
in an emerg ency , the time pe­ 
riod 
before 
help 
arrives 
is 
longer than in inland waters; 
(3) Smaller boats don’t venture 
out as larger boats do so pre­ 
sumably buoy ant cushions and 
vests are good enoug h. Actu­ 
ally , buoy ant vests g ive ample 
protection. 
Buoy ant 
cushions 
(if not beaten to uselessness by 
being sat on) are sa fe too. 
But if it will make y ou feel 
more secure, there is nothing 
to prevent y ou from switching 
to class 3 equipment no matter 
how small y our boat might be. 
One thing y ou can be sure 
of: There is no sinister plot 
here against the sma ller boat 
owner. When the law was writ­ 
ten. it made sense to som e­ 
body . 


Q. Yesterday I saw a boat 
stuck on the mud flats and 
I tried to help him. I pulled 
up close and told 
him to 
throw me a line. He threw 
a rope big enough to tow a

In 
some states, all the key people 
in the highway departments are 
tossed out every time there is 
a change in government lead­ 
ership,” he said.

Discuss Fees In Advance, 
Marin Doctors Advised 


Medical care costs have not 
risen as much as the average 
cost of living, nevertheless “I 
urge you to discuss fees in ad­ 
vance with your patients,” Dr. 
T. Eric Reynolds, president of 
the California Medical Assn., 
said last night at a dinner meet­ 
ing of the Marin County Medi­ 
cal Society at the Meadow Club 
in Fairfax. 
Dr. Reynolds, of Oakland, 
cited the latest cost of living 
index which shows that living 
costs have gone up 105 per 
cent in the past 20 years, but 
said physicians’ fees have in­ 
creased only 84 per cent. Food 
costs advanced 151 per cent, 
automobiles 125 per cent, hair 
cuts 206 per cent, and baby 
shoes 171 per cent. 


Hospital costs, he reported, 
have eclipsed all other items, 
in rising 300 per cent in the 
past two decades. 
“However,” 
Dr. 
Reynolds 
said, “we must continue our 
efforts with hospital officials 
to 
curb 
rising 
costs 
even 
though 
improved 
m e d i c a l 
knowledge and skills have les­ 
sened the average hospital stay 
for most patients.” 
For these reasons, he declar­ 
ed, more and more people must 
be encouraged to protect them­ 
selves with prepaid health in­ 
surance. Plans must be worked 
out to expand coverage into 
broader fields, to offer protec­ 
tion for the marginal and low 
income groups, and for people 
in retirement.

ATTACKED IN LETTER 
And it was attacked in a 
lengthy mimeographed letter, 
mailed to 2,700 residents, by 
City Councilman Philip S. Ehr- 
lich Jr. 
William E. McDonnell, in­ 
surance 
executive 
associated 
with McAteer in the project, 
told the club women that the 
development would be an ex­ 
cellent source of tax revenue 
for the city. 
He said the res­ 
taurant 
would 
be 
the 
only 
building to go up immediately. 
Shops and arcades would be 
built later. 


J. Herbert Madden, of Mad­ 
den and Lewis, reviewed the 
history of the sandspit and its 
present status. 


CITES TRAFFIC

contended 
the area should be retained for 
recreation. 
Commercial use, 
he held, would aggravate traf­ 
fic congestion. 
Sam Weinstein of the Sau­ 
salito citizens council argued 
the city-owned property must 
be put to public use.

Ehrlich’s letter, received by 
most residents this morning,

acquire the area and plan for 
its use as a unit with primary 
emphasis 
on

recreational 
park-type development.” 


HIS CONTENTION 
Ehrlich contended the city 
must acquire the Madden and 
Lewis interest “if it is finan­ 
cially feasible to do so. 
The proposal is scheduled 
to come before the planning 
commission April 1 and to the 
city council April 7.

Such a man was Joseph of 
Arimathea, who buried Jesus. 
Mark’s gospel describes Jo­ 
seph as “a respected member 
of the council.” Luke says he 
was ‘‘a 
good 
and righteous 
man.” Matthew says he was 
rich, and he must have been, 
for he owned what was a com­ 
parative luxury in those days, 
a private tomb, hewn out of 
rock. He had bought it as a 
burial place for himself and 
his family. 
The Romans never bother­ 
ed with burying men who 
had 
been 
crucified. 
They 
were 
content 
to 
leave 
a 
corpse hanging on the cross 
until the vultures came. 
This practice was revolting 
to devout Jews, and it was con­ 
sidered 
a 
pious 
act 
for 
a 
wealthy man like Joseph to 
claim the body of an executed 
offender and give it decent 
burial. 
Perhaps Joseph had secretly 
admired Jesus— Matthew sug­ 
gests as much. Perhaps he was 
just the kind of man who does 
what he thinks right, even if it 
is likely to make him unpopu­ 
lar. In any event, as Mark re­ 
lates succinctly, Joseph “took 
courage, and went to Pilate, 
and asked for the body of 
Jesus.” 
Pilate, ever willing to curry 
the favor of the rich and influ­ 
ential. granted the request. Jo­ 
seph had to move fast. It was 
only a short time before sun­ 
down, the start of the Jewish 
Sabbath on which a Pharisee 
like himself could do no work, 
not even bury the dead. 
Joseph hurried to a shop 
and bought a clean white 
linen shroud. With the help 
of someone — John’s gospel 
says it was another Jewish 
leader 
named 
Nicodemus, 
who had also been a secret 
supporter of Jesus— Joseph 
took the body down from the 
cross, 
wrapped it 
in 
the 
shroud, and placed it in the 
tomb he had intended for 
himself. A great round stone 
was rolled into place to seal 
the entrance of the tomb. 
Matthew and the aprocryph- 
al “Gospel according to Peter” 
add another detail, which is 
not mentioned anywhere else 


They relate that some of the 
“chief priests and Pharisees” 
became concerned that Jesus’ 
disciples might steal the body 
from the tomb, in order to 
claim 
that Jesus 
had 
risen 
from the dead. These leaders 
went to Pilate and asked that 
an 
armed 
guard 
he 
placed 
around the tomb, and Pilate 
agreed. 


If such a guard was mounted 
over the tomb, it was, from the 
disciples’ 
viewpoint, 
entirely 
unnecessary. 
They 
had 
fled 
into hiding when their master 
was seized. 


Even stalwart Peter, who 
had worked up enough cour­ 
age to eavesdrop at Jesus’ 
trial, took refuge in a craven 
denial when a maidservant 
spotted him as one who had 
associated with Jesus. 
Peter and John at least re­ 
mained in Jerusalem during 


the crucifixion. Some of the 
other disciples were so terri­ 
fied for their own safety that 
they fled all the way home to 
Galilee. 


It is hard to believe that 
these frightened men could 
have worked up the nerve to 
steal Jesus’ 
body from the 
tomb, even if the idea had oc­ 
curred to them. 


And it is quite certain that 
such a furtive act of decep­ 
tion would not have trans- 
f o r m e d them — as t h e y 
shortly were transformed— 
into the recklessly bold band 


of apostles who defied pert 
secution and death to be­ 
come the founders of the 
Christian church. 


That is why Biblical scholar! 
— even the skeptics who dis­ 
count or explain away all the 
other miracles reported in the 
New T e s t a m e n t —are con­ 
vinced that something very ex­ 
traordinary must have happen­ 
ed on the first Easter 
(Tomorrow: The Resurrection.)

Thanks To Babcocks, Marin 
May Get Unusual Bargain 


With present day taxes on earnings 
before death, and inheritance taxes af­ 
terwards, it has become exceedingly dif­ 
ficult to accumulate sizeable fortunes. 
W illiam Babcock, a leading Bay Area 
banker and shipping investor, was able 
to accumulate a substantial fortune 
roughly a half century ago, before taxes 
became so heavy. 
And the people of Marin County have 
profited considerably from it. We stand 
to profit even more from the Babcock 
fortune in the future. 
In the past couple of years, the Wil­ 
liam Babcock Memorial Endowment 
has spent more than a quarter of a 
million dollars helping to pay medical 
bills for people who suffered, at least to 
a degree, so-called catastrophic illness. 
Now the trustees of the Babcock 
fund, A. Crawford Greene and John W. 
Parker, have proposed a million dollar 
gift offer to the Marin County Hospital 
District. Half the million would be of­ 
fered toward construction of a William 
Babcock Memorial Wing addition to the 
hospital. The other half would be a 


$20,000 per year committment toward 
care of needy persons to be designated 
by the Babcock trustees. (The annual 
grant is worth half a million because 
it represents the annual income from 
that amount invested at four per cent.) 
All of this is made possible by the 
terms of the will of Babcock’s widow, 
Julia May Babcock. 
The principal condition attached to 
this offer is that the hospital district 
must arrange for certain other financ­ 
ing to build the proposed addition. 
The hospital district directors have 
indicated this will necessitate passage 
of a bond issue of about $500,000, in 
order to qualify for a federal-state grant 
of nearly one-and-a-half million dollars. 
If it develops that Marin County gets 
a two-and-a-half million dollar hospital 
addition for only $500,000 direct local 
cost to taxpayers, the people of Marin 
will be getting a remarkable bargain— 
one they cannot afford to pass up. 
What a memorial to the Babcocks’ 
memory! 


The Hummingbird's Acrobatic Flight 


For the past several months we have 
been watching for the acrobatic court­ 
ship dance of the Anna Hummingbird, 
our common Marin hummingbird. Now 
we begin to fear we have missed it. It 
is a sight worth seeing. 
The male Anna soars to the heights 
and dives with incredible speed toward 
the enthralled female who is usually 
perched on the branch of a tree. Just 
before it seems he must surely dash 
himself to bits of feathered fluff and 
nectar, off he soars upward. Up and 
down he goes, again and again. 


The female Anna builds a tiny, cup­ 
like nest of cobwebs. The male, some­ 
thing of a cad, leaves the hatching, rais­ 
ing and feeding of the young ones en­ 
tirely to the mother. Mother humming­ 
bird collects flower nectar, partially di­ 
gests it and pumps it into the baby 
birds, thrusting her long bill deep into 
the small ones’ throats. 
There is an unreal quality about hum­ 
mingbirds. Their tiny size, their in­ 
credibly swift movements, the changing 
colors of their throat and cheeks—all 
seem like something out of a fairy tale.

Unruh (D-Los Angeles) said 
April 6 was the earliest date 
for committee hearing on the 
bills. 


EXTRA $60 MILLION 
The cigarette bill would tax 
cigarettes at three cents a 
pack and other tobacco pro­ 
ducts at 15 per cent. It would 
bring in 60 million dollars in 
new revenue to the state in 
the next fiscal year. 
The income tax increase 
also would bring in about 60 
million dollars in its first year. 
Revenue and Taxation Com­ 
mittee Chairman Thomas J. 
MacBride (D-Sacramento) said 
two-thirds of this would come 
from persons with annual in­ 
comes over $25,000 and the 
average family of four with 
income less than $10,500 ac­ 
tually would pay less state in­ 
come tax than it does now. 


ENOUGH VOTES 
MacBride, author of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown’s entire tax 
program, said he felt he had 
enough votes on the floor of 
the Assembly to get the two 
bills through with a 41-vote 
majority. 
Only the proposed 
bank and corporation tax boost, 
still pending before the com­ 
mittee, require a two-thirds 
vote of both houses. 
Opposition to the cigarette 
tax was led by C. J. Haggerty, 
executive 
secretary-treasurer 
of the state AFL-CIO. 
Haggerty said consumer tax­ 
es now make up two-thirds of 
the total tax loan and a cig­ 
arette tax would be “painless 
only to the well-off.”

SAFE BO A TIN G 


By HARRY HEIFETZ, Commondor

Q. We read your wise 
crack about no boat being 
big enough for two skippers 
and I’m boiling! Now my 
husband talks to me as if I 
were a hired hand the min­ 
ute we board the boat. You 
had 
better 
do 
something 
about that! 
A. My wife read the article 
too, lady. Fight your own good 
fight. I’ve got troubles of my 
own! 
Q. If I wanted to learn to 
drive a car, there are plenty 
of driving schools. But I 
can’t find any school for 
learning to operate a boat. 
Are there any? 
A. At this time, I know of 
none. I’m sure there is a great 
need and perhaps now that you 
mentioned it, some smart boys 
will get together and start ono. 
Q. Will you please settle 
an argument? My friend says 
that in a fog, Radar will pick 
up our 30-foot cruiser so we 
don’t have to worry about 
being rammed. I say he is 
wrong. What do you say? 
A. I assume you have a 
wooden hull. If so, your friend 
is wrong—generally speaking, 
that is. The best answer I can 
give you is this: Radar goes 
right through wood and can­ 
vass. In order to be safe, you 
should hoist a metal radar re­ 
flector when in fog. Radar will 
pick up such a device. But re­ 
member that there are many 
boats out there without radar. 
So keep your fog signal going 
during the danger period. 
Q. I’m looking for a boat 
and the choice gets more 
c o m p l i c a t e d every day. 
What’s best? W’ood, steel, 
aluminum or plastic? 
A. I can’t give you much 
help because I can think of 
any number of good features 
about each of them. There is 
no denying that aluminum and 
plastic in smaller boats seem 
to be taking the lead in sales, 
but I suppose manufacturers 
of wooden boats can think of 
a good many reasons why they 
shouldn’t. 
Sorry I can’t be 
more helpful. 
Q. I don’t have time to at­ 
tend classes in boating, so 
what is your recommenda­ 
tion for the best book I can 
get to study? 
A. It is generally agreed that 
Chapman’s “Piloting, Seaman­ 
ship and Small Boat Hand­ 
ling” is the best all-around text 
book. If you learn only a por- 
lion of Chapman’s, you will be 
a first class yachtsman. 
Q. Why is it that buoyant 


cushions and buoyant vests 
are Coast Guard approved 
on boats up through class 2, 
but are not acceptable on 
class 3 boats? Isn’t it just as 
important for people who 
have smaller boats to stay 
alive as it is for people with 
larger boats? 


A. That’s a good question 
and I will attempt to answer it. 
(I) Life Preservers and Life 
Rings will stay afloat longer 
than Buoyant Vest and Cush­ 
ions; (2) Bigger boats (pre­ 
sumably) go out to sea where, 
in an emergency, the time pe­ 
riod before help arrives is 
longer than in inland waters; 
(3) Smaller boats don’t venture 
out as larger boats do so pre­ 
sumably buoyant cushions and 
vests are good enough. Actu­ 
ally, buoyant vests give ample 
protection. Buoyant cushions 
(if not beaten to uselessness by 
being sat on) are safe too. 
But if it will make you feel 
more secure, there is nothing 
to prevent you from switching 
to class 3 equipment no m atter 
how small your boat might be. 
One thing you can be sure 
of: There is no sinister plot 
here against the smaller boat 
owner. When the law was writ­ 
ten, it made sense to some­ 
body. 
Q. Yesterday I saw a boat 
stuck on the mud flats and 
I tried to help him. I pulled 
up close and told him to 
throw me a line. He threw 
a rope big enough to tow a 
battleship and it had a lead 
weight 
at 
the 
end. 
The 
weight hit me on the side of 
my head, then wrapped itself 
around my neck. I thought I 
was a goner. 
When I got myself extri­ 
cated, I left the guy and his 
rope where I found him and 
took off. My wife has been 
at me ever since. She says I 
should have pulled him off 
anyhow, even though there 
were a dozen other boats 
waiting around. Doggone it! 
I feel like I did the right 
thing! 


A. Tell your wife the law re­ 
quires that you help a boat in 
distress, but not if you, by do­ 
ing so, endanger your life or 
boat. 
It looks to me like maybe 
your wife thought this was a 
good way to get rid of you 
without any injury to her con­ 
science 
and 
you 
apparently 
spoiled all her plans. But don’t 
let it worry you, maybe she 
will think of some other way!

Russian Fishing Fleet Foray 
Touches Off Alaska Protest 


J U N E A U , Alaska Ufl — A 
foray by a big Soviet fishing 
fleet into waters off Alaska's 
Bristol Bay has touched off 
protests up and down the north 
Pacific Coast. 
The presence of the Soviet 
flotilla in a region where Rus­ 
sian trawlers have never ap­ 
peared before was viewed as 
an extension of the economic 
cold war. 
The objections, however vo­ 
ciferous. may be futile, because 
the upward of 50 trawlers and 
auxiliary vessels are clustered 
in international waters where 
ships of all nations have free 
access. 


But the fact the 
Soviets

chorus of concern. 


Alaska's a c t i n g governor,

Underground Feared 
SALISBURY, Southern Rho­ 
desia (.1*—Fear was expressed 
today that rebellious African 
nationalists in Nvasaland who 
eluded a security roundup are 
going underground to prepare 
for guerrilla warfare. 
An uneasy quiet prevails in 
black Nyasaland after three 
weeks of rioting and clashes 
that brought death to 50 mili­ 
tant Africans fighting white 
rule. Seventy o t h e r s were 
wounded. There were no white 
fatalities. 


Divorces Cost More 
BONDOWOSO, Java (UPD — 
The price of a divorce went 
up 33 cents in this East Java 
village today in a battle of 
the sexes. 
The women, in a fight to 
keep their men at their sides, 
demanded that the cost of di­ 
vorces be increased from the 
present 50 rupiahs ($1.66) to 
150 rupiahs ($4.98), while the 
men demanded no change at 
all. 
Officials from the regional 
administration — all men — fi­ 
nally compromised at 60 ru­ 
piahs ($1.99).

Up to six inches of wet 
snow hit parts of Michigan, and 
state police reported traffic 
nearly at a standstill in several 
counties. 
In Wisconsin, the snow was 
whipped by gale winds which 
snapped more than 100 power 
lines in the Milwaukee area, 
cutting off electricity to homes.

Garbage Disposal Unit 
Rejects Single Franchise 


No single garbage disposal 
operation, such as the Dano 
process, should be given exclu­ 
sive franchise in Marin County, 
the Marin County Garbage Dis­ 
posal Committee decided Wed 
nesday. 
The question of exclusive 
franchise came up when Jo­ 
seph Lamperti and his attor­ 
ney, Samuel W. Gardiner, ask­ 
ed the committee to call for 
competitive bids with an exclu­ 
sive franchise for the entire 
county going to the lowest bid­ 
der. Lamperti said he has in­ 
vestors willing to put up a mil­ 
lion dollars to install the Dano 
process, if they get exclusive 
franchise. 
Attorney Albert E. Bagshaw, 
representing the Smith broth­ 
ers, said he has no objection to 


competition, but opposes an ex­ 
clusive franchise. 
The garbage disposal com­ 
mittee decided to make this 
recommendation to the county 
board of supervisors: 
Do not grant an exclusive 
franchise, but encourage Dano 
to build its plant on a compet­ 
itive basis. Dano has a process 
which converts waste and gar­ 
bage into low grade compost. 
The committee also discuss­ 
ed compulsory garbage collec­ 
tion 
in 
the 
unincorporated 
areas, and whether the county 
should franchise garbage col­ 
lectors as cities and sanitary 
districts are doing. The com­ 
mittee reached no conclusion 
except to ask County Counsel 
Leland H. Jordan and William 
H. Desmond, county sanitation 


engineer, to study the feasibil­ 
ity of such a move. 
Mervin J. Goodman of San 
Francisco and Renato Ricci of 
San Fafael offered to donate 
20 acres of tideland near Santa 
Venetia for operation of a 
dump similar to the one in 
Larkspur. The committee ta­ 
bled the offer for two reasons: 
County supervisors already 
have indicated they do not 


j want a dump in the area, and 
I the county would have to build 
| levees and access roads which 
would make it difficult to break 
even financially. 
Public Works Director Mar­ 
vin W. Brigham said the Lark­ 
spur dump under county oper­ 
ation is just about breaking 
even. Volume of business is 
one-third less than anticipated.

You can deduct up to $600 
for the care of your children 
to enable you to work, if you 
can qualify, and provided you 
use the long form 1040 and

you are entitled to an exemp­ 
tion who is mentally or physi­ 
cally incapable of caring for 
himself. 
The expense must be paid 
and it cannot be paid to an in­ 
dividual for whom you claim a 
dependency exemption. In oth­ 
er words, you cannot pay your 
mother who lives with you to 
care for your children and also 
claim her as your dependent. 
You can only make this de­ 
duction provided the cost is for 
you to earn a living or to enable 
you to look for work. 
If you work only part of the 
day, then you can deduct only 
the part that corresponds to 
the time you were working, not 
for the time that you were not 


working. 
Also, a married woman can 
deduct her child care expense 
only if she and her husband file 
a joint return and 
together 
earn less than $4,500 per year. 
If they earn more than $4,500 
per year, then the deduction is 
reduced by the amount earned 
over the $4,500. If they earn 
over $5,100, then there is no 
deduction. This does not apply 
if the taxpayer’s husband is in­ 
capable of self-support because 
mentally or physically defect­ 
ive. 
If the person who receives 
the payment does work other 
than child care, the payment is 
allowed only for that part that 
is child care and the payments 
that are attributable to other 
work are not allowable. 
The deduction 
is allowed 
only to women and to widow­ 
ers.
